It Is a etr^klng evlflcnco ot our oppo- 


nents' Insincerity In this matter that with 
their demand for radical action by the 
state department they couple a demand 
for a reduction in our rmall military es- 
tubllshmt-iit. 
Vet they must know that 


the hoed paid to our protests against 111 
treatment of our citizens will bo exactly 
proportionate to the belief in our ability 
to mako these protests effective should 
the need arise. 


Our opponents have now declared them- 


selves In favor of tho civil service law, 
the repeal of which they demanded In 
1900 nnd In J89G. If consistent they should 
have gone one step further and congrat- 
ulated the country upon the way in which 
the civil Bf-rvice law IB now administered 
and iho way in which the classified serv- 
ice has been extended. 
The exceptions 


from examinations arc fewer by far than 
ever before und nro confined to Individual 
cases where the application of the rules 
•would be impracticable, -nwis*. unjust 
or urmee.eflpnry. 
The. administration ol 


the great body of tho classified civil sen-- 
ice is free from politico, and appointments 
and removals have buen put upon a busi- 
ness hasis. Statistics show that there is 
llttlo tllfferenco between th« tenure of th* 
federal clansidcd employees and that ol 
the employees of private business corpo- 
rations. Less than 1 per cent of the class- 
ified employees are over seventy years of 
agR, and in the main the service rendered 
Is vigorous and efficient. Where the mer- 
it system was of cour&u most neerica was 
In the Philippine Inlands, and a civil serv- 
ice law cf very advanced type has there 
been put Into operation and scrupulously 
observed. 
Without one exception every 


appointment In the Philippines has been 
made, in nccordnnco with the strictest 
(standard of. fitness and without heed to 
any other consideration. 


Finally, we cume to certain matters up- 


on which our opponents do In their plat- 
form of principles definitely take Issue 
•with us, nnd where. 1C they are sincere, 
their triumph would mean disaster to tho 
country. But exactly as It Is Impossible 
to call attention to the present promises 
and past record of our opponents without 
seeming offensive, so it is Impossible to 
compare their platform with their other 
and Inter official utterances and not cre- 
ate duubt as to their sincerity. In their 
private or unofficial utterances many of 
them frankly advance thia insincerity as 
a merit, taking the position that as re- 
gards tho points on which I am about to 
Bpea^; they have no intention of keeping 
their promises or of departing from tho 
policies now established and that there- 
fore they can be trusted not to abuse 
the power they seek. 


When we take up the, great question of 


the tnrlft wo are at once confronted 
by tho doubt as to whether our oppo- 
nents do or do not mean what they say. 
They say that "protection is robbery" 
ond promise, to carry themselves accord- 
ingly if they nre given power. Yet prom- 
inent persons among them assert that 
they do not really mean this and that If 
they come Into power they will adopt 
our policy as regards the tariff, while 
otheri* seem anxious to prove that It is 
safe to give them partial power, because 
the power would bo only partial, and 
therefore they would, not be able to do 
mischief. Tho last Is certainly a curious 
plea to advance- ou behalf of a pnrty 
Becking to obtain control of the govern- 
ment. 


At the outset It is worth while to say a 


word ns to the attempt to identify tho 
question of tariff revision or tariff reduc- 
tion with a solution of the trust ques- 
tion. This Is always a sign of desire to 
nvnld any real effort to deal adequately 
with tbo trust question. In speaking on 
tills point at Minneapolis on April 4, 1903. 
I said: 


"Tho question of tariff revision, speak- 


ing broadly, stands wholly opart from the 
question of dealing with thu trusts. No 
chnngo In tariff duties can have any sub- 
stantial effect In solving the so called.trust 
problem. Certain great trusts or great cor- 
porations are wholly unaffected by the 
tariff. Almost all the others that are of 
any Importance havp. as a matter of fact 
numbers of wmaller American competitors, 
and of course a oliange In the tariff which 
would work Injury to the large corpora- 
tion would work not merely Injury but 
destruction to Its smaller competitors, 
und equally of course such a change 
would mean disaster to all the wagework- 
ers connected with either the large or the 
small Corporations. From the standpoint 
of those Interested In tho solution of the 
trust problem such a change would there- 
fore merely mean that the trust was re- 
lieved of the competition of Its weaker 
American competitors and thrown only 
into competition with foreign competitors, 
and that tho first effort to meet this n«w 
competition would be made by cutting 
down wages and would therefore be pri- 
marily at the cost of labor. In the casi 
of some of our greatest trusts- such n 
change might confer upon them a pof.I 
tive bencOt. Speaking broadly. It is evi- 
dent that the changes in the tariff will 
afTeet the trustjs for weal or for woe sim- 
ply as they affect tho whole country. The 
tariff affects trusts only as It affects al 
other Interests. It mnkes all these Inter- 
ests. lar«e or small, profitable, and Its 
benents cnn be taken from the large only 
under penalty of taking them from the 
srmiil also." 


There Is little for me to add to this. 


It is but ten years since the last attempt 
was mode, by means of lowering the tar- 
iff, to prevent somo people from prosper- 
in** too much. Tho ntte.mpt was entirely 
successful. 
The tariff law of that yeai 


waa among the. causes which in that yeai 
and for some time afterward effectually 
prevented anybody from propnering too 
muoh and labor from prospering at all 
Undoubtedly It would be possible at th« 
present time- to prevent any of the trusts 
from remaining prosperous by the slmplt 
expedient of milking such a swooplns 
change in the tariff as to parnlyze th 
Uiduatriea of tho country. The trusts 
•would cease to prosper, but their smaller, 
competitors would be ruined, and th< 
wafte workers 
would 
starve, 
white 
H 


would not pay tho farmer to haul hi; 
produce, to market. Tho evils connected 
with tho trusts can bo reached only bj 
rational effort, step by step, along tin 
lines taken by congrenfl and the execu- 
tive during thn past three yearn. If a tar- 
iff law is papscil under which the country 
prospers, aa Urn country has propperec 
under the present tariff law. then al 
classes will alinre in the prosperity. If a 
tariff law Is passed aimed at preventini 
tho prosperity of Rome of our people, it is 
an certain as anything can bo that this 
aim will be nchiuved only by cutting 
down th prosperity of all of our people. 


Of course If our opponents aro not sin- 


cere In their proposal to Abolish tho sys- 
tem of a protective tnrlff there Is no usi 
In nrffufng thi matter at all pave b> 
pointing out pgain -hat if on one groat Is 
aue, they do not mean what they say It Is 
hardly safo to trust them on nny othei 
Issue..

If they are slnc.orn in thl, 


matter then their advent to power would 
mean domestic misfortune and misery ni 
widespread and far renchlnK r.e that whicl;

Bcneames must unaounteaiy be rear- 
ranged and readjusted to meet tho shift- 
ing needs of the country, but this car 


Ith safety be done only by those whc 
wo committed to -the causo of the pro- 
tective aystom. To uproot and flentroj 
that eystem would be to Insure the pros- 
tration of business, the closing of fac- 
tories, the Impoverishment of the farmer, 
tho ruin of the capltallat and the star* 
vatlon of the wageworker. 
Yet, If protec- 


tion la indeed "robber}'." and If our oppo- 
nents 
really 
believe what they say, 


then It Js'precisely to the destruction aud 
uprooting of the tariff, and therefore o( 
our business and industry, that they ar< 
pledged. 
When our opponents last ob- 


tained power it wan on a platform de- 
claring a protective tariff ''unconstitu- 
tional," and tho effort to put this decla- 
ration Into practice was one of the caunet 
of the general national prostration last- 
ing from ISM to 1897. If a protective tarlfl 
Is either "unconstitutional" or "robbery,*" 
-then it Is lust as unconstitutional, juat ai 
much robbery, tp revise It down, still leav- 
ing It protective, as It would bo to enact 
It. In other words, our opponents havi 
comml tied themselves to the destruction 
of the protective principle In tho tariff, 
using V/ordo which If honestly used for- 
bid them from permitting this prmclpJi 
to obtain lu even the smallest degree. 
Our opponents assert mat they believe 


in reciprocity. Their action on the moat 
important reciprocity treaty recently ne- 
EOtiated-that with Cuba—does not bear 
out this assertion. 
Moreover, thero can 


bo 10 reciprocity unless there Is a sub- 
stantial tariff. Free trade and reciproc- 
ity are not compatible. We are on record 
as favoring arrangements for reciprocal 
trade relations with other countries, these 
arrangements to be on au equitable basis 
of benefit to both the contracting par- 
tics. The Republican party stands pledged 
to every wise and consistent method of 
Increasing tho foreign commerce of the 
country. That it has kept its pledge is 
proved by tho fact that, while tho domes- 
tic trade of this country exceeds in vol- 
ume the entire export and import trade 
of all tho nations of the world, the United 
States has in addition secured more than 
an eighth of tho export trade of the 
world, standing first t.mong the nations 
In this respect. 
The United States hai 


exported during the last seven years near- 
ly $10,000,000,000 worth of: goods, on an av- 
erage half as much again annually as 
during the previous four years, when 
many of our peopl 
'ere consuming noth- 


ing but necessaries and some of them a 
scanty supply even of these. 


Two years ago in speaking at Logans- 


port, Ind., J said: 


"The one consideration which must nev- 


er be omitted In a tariff change is the Im- 
perative need of preserving tho American 
standard of living for the American work- 
Ingman. The tariff rate must never fall 
below that which will protect the Ameri- 
can worklngman by allowing for tho dif- 
ference between the general labor cost 
here und abroad, no as at least to equal- 
ize tho conditions arising from the dif- 
ference in the standard of labor hero and 
abroad—a difference which It should, be 
our aim to foster In so far es It repre- 
sents the needs of better educated, better 
paid, better fed and better clothed work- 
ingmen of a higher type than any to bo 
found In a foreign country. At all hae- 
ards, and no matter what else Is sought 
for or accomplished, by changes of the 
tarJfT. the American workingman must be 
protected In his standard of wages—that 
is, in his standard of living—and must bo 
secured the fullest opportunity of em- 
ployment. Our laws should in no event 
afford 
advantage to foreign 
Industries 


over American Industries. 
They should 


In no event do lens than equalize the dif- 
ference 
In 
conditions at 
home 
and 


abro&d." 


It Is a matter of regret that the pro- 


tective tariff policy, which during the last 
forty odd years has become part of the 
very fiber of the country. Is not now ac- 
cepted aa definitely established. 
Surely 


we have a right to say that it has passed 
beyond the domain of Uteory and a right 
to expect that not only Its original ad- 
vocates, but those who at one time dis- 
trusted It on theoretic grounds, should 
now acquiesce In tho results that have 
been proved over nnd over again by ac- 
tual experience. These forty odd years 
have been the most prosperous years this 
nation lias ever seen. 
Beyond question 


this prosperity could not have come if 
tho American people had not possessed 
the necessary thrift, energy nnd business 
intelligence to turn their vast material 
resources to account. But it Is no lesa 
true that It is our economic policy as re- 
gards the tariff and finance which has 
enabled us as n notion to make such good 
u^.0 of tho individual capacities of our 
citizens and the natural resources of our 
country. 
Every class of our people Is 


benefited by the protective tariff. 
Dur- 


ing the last few years the merchant has 
seen the export trade of this country 
grow faster than ever in our previous 
history. 
The manufacturer could 
not 


keep his factory running if: It were nol 
for the protective tariff. Tho wagework- 
er would do well to remember that If pro- 
tection Is "robbery" and Is to be punished 
accordingly he will be the first to pay tho 
penalty, for either he will be turned adrift 
entirely or his wage-" will bo rut down to 
the starvation poi: t. 
As conclusively 


shown by .the bulletins of the bureau of 
labcr, the purcbasir.g potvor of the aver- 
age wago received by the wage worker 
has grown faster than tho cost of living, 
and this In spite of tho continual short- 
ening of working hours. The accumulat- 
ed savings of the workingmcn of the 
country, as shown by the deposits in tho 
savings banks, have. Increased by leaps 
and bounds. At no time in the history 
Of this or any other country has there 
been an era so productive of material 
benefit .alike to workingman. and employ- 
er aa during tho seven years that have 
Just passed. 


The 
farmer has benefited quite 


much ns tho manufacturer, tho merchant 
and the wase.worker. 
The most wel- 


come find impressive fact established by 
the last census Is the wide and even dis- 
tributirn r-f wealth among all classes ot 
ou;- countrymen. The chief agencies tn 
producing this distribution are shown by 
the oi'i'.sus to bo the development of man- 
ufnetiirca nnd the application of new in- 
venttuiis to unlvorsal use. The result baa 
been an Increasing interdependence ol 
agriculture and manufactures. Agricul- 
ture la now, as It always has been, the 
basis of civilization. Tho C.ooo.000 farms 
of the United States, operated by men 
who ns a clnss aro steadfast, single mind- 
ed and industrious, form tho basis of al 
the other achievements of the American 
people and n re more fruit fill t nan al 
their other resources. Tho men on thos« 
6,000,000 farina receive from the protective 
tariff what they need moat, and that U 
the bent of all possible markets. All oth- 
er classes depend upon tho farmer, but 
the fnrm«r in turn depends upon the 
market they furnish him for their pro- 
duce. The. annual output of our agricul- 
tural products Is nearly four billions o: 
dollars. Their Increase In value has been 
prodlglouB, although agriculture haa lan- 
guished In moat other countries, and th* 
main factor In this Increase la tho corrc- 
npondlng Increase of our manufacturing 
Industries. American farmers have pros- 
pered because tho growth of their mar- 
ket has kept pace with tho growth ol 
their farms. The additional market con- 
tinually furnished for agricultural prod- 
ucts by 
domestic, manufacturers hai 


been far In excess of tho outlet to othei 
lunds. An export trade. In farm product! 
Is nocoMary to dispose of our surplus 
and tho export trade, of our formers, botl 
In unlmal products and In plant product*, 
has very largely Increased. Without th« 
enlarged home market to keop his iurplui 
down wo should have to reduce produc- 
tion or else feed the world at Inns than 
tho cost of production. 
In tho forty 


years ending In i>io tho total value al 
farm property Incr.'rxRcil twolvo nn<1 n 
lift If billion* of dollarn. tho farmer gnln- 
Ing even more during thl.n pcrio.l thnn 
tho mnnufacturer. 
1-onjr nso overpro- 


duc.uon would have chocked tho marvel- 


ods development of our national agrlcul« 
ture but for tho steadily Increasing de« 
rnand of American manufacturers tot 
farm product* required as raw materiel! 
for steadily expanding Industries. 
The 


fanner has become dependent upon the 
manufacturer to utilize that portion of 
his produce which does not go directly to 
food aupply. In 1900 62 per cent, or a lit- 
tle over half, of the total value of tht . 
farm products of tho nation wan con- 
sumed In manufacturing Industries as the 
raw material of tho factories. Evidently 
tho manufacturer la tho farmer's best 
and most direct customer. Moreover, th« 
American 
manufacturer 
purchases hi» 


farm supplies almost exclusively In his 
own country- Nino-tenths of all the raw 
materials of every kind and description 
consumed In American manufactories ara 
of American production. The manufac- 
turing establishments tend steadily to mi- 
grate Into tho heart of the great agricul- 
tural districts. The center of the manu- 
facturing industry In 1900 was near tht 
middle of Ohio, and it is moving west- 
ward at the rate of about thirty mllej 
In every decade, and this movement Is In- 
variably accompanied by a marked In- 
fcreaise in the value of farm laiida. Local 
causes, notably the competition between 
new farm lands and old farm lands, tend' 
here and there to obscure what Is happen- 
ing, but it la B.S certain aa the operation, 
of any economic law that in the country 
as a whole farm values will continue to 
Increase as the partnership botwcon man- 
ufacturer and farmer grows more Inti- 
mate through further advance of Indus- 
trial science. 
*Che American 
manufac- 


turer never could have placed this nation 
at the head of the manufacturing na- 
tions of the world if he had not had be- 
hind him, securing him every variety of 
raw material, the exhaustleas resources 
of the American farm, developed by the 
skill and the enterprise of Intelligent nnd 
educated American farmers. On tho, oth- 
er hand, the debt of the farmers to the 
manufacturers i? equally heavy, and tho- 
future of American agriculture Is bound 
up in the' future of American manufac- 
tures. The two industries have become, 
under the economic policy of our govern- 
ment, BO closely interwoven, so mutually 
Interdependent, that neither can hope to. 
maintain ItseJf at the high water mark 
of progress without the other. Whatever 
makes to tRo advantage of one is equally 
to the advantage of tho other. 
So it is as Between the capitalist and 


the wageworkcr. Here and there there 
may be an unequal sharing as between 
the two in the benefits that have come by 
protection, but benefits have come to 
both, and a reversal In policy would mean 
damage to both, and, while the damage 
would be heavy to all, it would be heav- 
iest and it would fall soonest upon those 
who are paid In the form of wages each 
week or each month for that week* or 
that month's work. 
Conditions change, and the lawa must 


be modified from tlmo to time to fit new 
exigencies, but the genuine underlying 
principle of protection, aa it has been era- 
bodied In all but one of the American tar-> 
iff laws for tho last forty years, has. 
worked out results so beneficent, BO even- 
ly and widely spread, ao advantageous 
alike to farmers and capitalists and work- 
ingmcn, to commerce and trade of every 
kind, that the American people, If they 
show their usual practical business sense.' 
will Insist that when these laws are mod- 
ified they shall be modified -^Ith the ut- 
most care and conservatism and by the 
friends and not the cnejnlea of the pro- 
tective system. 
They cannot afford to 


truct tho modification to those who treat 
protection and robbery *» synonymous 
terms. 


In closing what I have to say about 


the system of promoting American Indus- 
try let me add a word of cordial agree- 
ment with the policy of In some way In- 
cluding within Its benefits by appropriate 
legislation the American merchant ma- 
rine. It Is not creditable to us ns a na- 
tion that our great export and Import 
trade should be well nigh exclusively In 
the hands of foreigners. 


It 19 difficult to know If our opponents 


are really sincere In their demand for 
the reduction of the army. If Insincere 
there Is no need for comment, and If sin- 
cere what shnll wo say in speaking to ra- 
tional persons of an appeal to reduco an- 
army of 60,000 men which Is taking care 
of the interests of over 80,000,000 people?' 
The army Is now relatively smaller than, 
It was in the days of Washington, when 
on the peace establishment there wer« i 
S.GOO soldiers, while thero were a llttltr 
less than 4,000,000 of population; smaller 
then It was In the peaceful days of Jef- 
ferson, when there were 5,100 soldiers tO' 
6,300,000 population. Thero Is now one sol- 
dier to every 1,400 people in this country—1 
less than one-tenth of 1 per cent. We 
cannot bo asked fierioualy to argue as to| 
tho amount of possible tyranny contained 
In these figures. The army as it is now la. 
as small as it can possibly be and servo | 
Us purpose as on effective nuclrus forj 
the organization, equipment and supply! 
of a volunteer army In time of need. 
Itj 


Is now use-1. as never before, for aiding In] 
tho upbuilding' of the organized militia of, 
the country ^be war detriment is cn-( 
gaged in a systematic effort to strengthen 
and develop the national guard In the, 
several slutos—as witness, among many j 
other Instances, the great field maneuvers, 
at Manass:ts which have Just closed. Id 
our oppor.enta should come into power, 
they could not reduce our army below Its I 
present alze without greatly impairing its 
efficiency an;l abandoning part of the na-i 
tional duty. In short, in this matter If; 
our opponents should como into power i 
they would either have to treat this par- 
ticular promise of tho year 1904 aa they, 
now treat the promises they mode in 1S96' 
and 1900-that Is. ud possessing no binding i 
force—or elr»e they would hnvo to embark, 
on a policy which would be ludicrous at. 
the moment anci fraught with grave dan-: 
ger to the national honor in the future. 


Our opponents contend that the gov- 


ernment iu now administered cxtrava-: 
gantly. and thnt whereas there was "a . 
surplus of 5SO,003,G03 in 1D03" there Is "a. 
deficit of move than S-SO.009,000" in the year 
that has just closed. 
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f Thla deficit Is ImtjjJnary and Is ofctaln- 
W by Including In the ordinary current 
'expenses tha cum of $50,000,000 which was 
jpaid for the right of way of the Panama 
jcanal out of the accumulated surplus In 
the treasury. Comparing the current or 
[ordinary expenditures for the two years, 
thor^ was a surplus of nearly J80.000.000 
(for the year 1900 and of only a little more 
|than $8,000,000 for the year that hao just 
closed. But this diminution of the annual 
Burplus wcs brought about designedly by 
the abolition of the war taxes In the In- 
terval between the two dates. The acts 
of "March 2, 1901. and April 12. 1303. cut 
down the Internal revenue taxes to an 
amount estimated at $103,000,000 a year. In 
other words, tho reduction of taxation ha* 
been considerably greater than the reduc- 
tion In the annual surplus. Since the close 
c£ tho war with Spain there haa been no 
•ubstantlal change In the rate of annual 
expenditures. As compared with the fls- 
jcal your ended In June, 1901. for example, 
the fiscal year that has Ju3i closed show-

, The expenditures of the nation have 
;been managed In a spirit of economy as 
|tar . removed from waste as from nlg- 
igardlineas, and In the future every effort 
.will be continued to secure an economy as 
'strict as la consistent with 
efficiency. 


iOnce more our opponents have promised 
Iwhat they cannot or should not perform. 
iThe prime reason why the expenses of tho 
government have Increased 
of recent 
'years Is to be found In the fact that the 
Ipeople after mature thought have deemed 
jit wise to Ijave certain new forms of 
fvork for the public undertaken by the 
public. 
This necessitates su,Y; expendi- 


tures, for instance, as those for rural free 
' lellvery, or for the Inspection of meats 
mdcr the department of agrrlcujture, or 


(for irrigation. 
But these new expendi- 


'lurea are necessary. No one would seri- 
•ously propose to abandon them. And ye1 
lit Is Idle to declaim against the Increased 
rexpense of the government unless It Is In- 
(tended to cut down the very expenditures 
fwhlch cause the increase. The pensions 
jto the veterans of the civil war arc de- 
jnianded by every sentiment of regard and 
igratitude. The rural free delivery is ol 
'tho greatest use and convenience to th» 
farmers, a body of men who live undei 
conditions which make them ordinarily 
receive little direct return for what they 
.pay toward the support of the govern- 
ment. The irrigation policy in the aric 
'and semlarld regions of the west la one 
Draught with the most beneficent and fa! 
Teaching good to tho actual settlers, the 
'homemakers, whose encouragement Is 
f. 


traditional feature in America's natlona 
policy. Do our opponents grudge the J50,- 
000.000 paid for the Panama canal? Do 
jthey Intend to cut down on the pensions 
:to the veterans of the civil war? Do the> 


:intend to put a stop to the Irrigation pol 
Icy or to the permanent census bureau 
or to Immigration inspection? Do lliej 
Intend to abolish rural free delivery? Do 
Tney intend to cui i.-j-.n i.»>; u«ivj or tno 
Alaskan telegraph system? Do they in- 
,tend to dismantle our coast fortifications! 
'If there Is to be a real and substantial 
cutting diwn In national expenditures It 
must be In such matters as these. The 
department of agiVutture has done trerv- 
ice cf incalculable value to the farmers of 
this country in nn.ny different lines. Do 
our opponents wish to cut down tho mon- 
ey for this service? They can do It onlj 
by destroying the usefulness of the serv- 
ice Itself. 


The public work of the United States 


has never been conducted with a higher 
degree of honesty and efficiency than a' 
the present time, and a special meed of 
praise belongs to those officials responsi- 
ble for the Philippines and Porto Rico 
where 
tho administrations have been 


models of their kind. Of course wrong 
has occasionally occurred, hut It has been 
relentlessly 
stamped 
out. 
We have 


known no party in dealing with offenders 
rand have hunted down without mercy ev 
ery wrongdoer In the service of the na 
tlon whom It was possible by the titmos 
vigilance to detect, for tho public servan 
who betrays hla trust and the private In 
dividual who debauches him stand as the 
•worst of criminals, because their crime 
are crimes against the entire community 
and not only against this generation, bu 
against generations that are yet to be. 


Our opponents promise Independence t< 


tbe Philippine lE-laij3s. Hero again we ar 
confronted by'the fact that their Irrecon 
cllnble differences of opinion among them 
Helves, their proved inability to creat 
n, constructive policy when In power, nnr 
their readiness, for the sake of rnornon 
tary political expediency, to abandon th 
principles upon which they have Insist? 
p.s essential, eonspfro to puzzle us ns t 
whether they do or do not Intend In &oo< 
faith to curry out this promise if they ar 
given rontrol of the govcnmiLnt. 
I 
their platform they declare for InOepcn 
donee, apparently—for their language I 
a llitle obscure—without qualification u 
to time- and Indeed a Qualification ns t 
time Is an absurdity, for we have neltlio 
right nor power to bind our successor 
when It Is Impossible to foretell the car 
ditlons which may confront them—v/l:I! 
If there is any principle Involved In th 
matter It Is juat -is wrong to deny In;1< 
ucmlcncc for n few years us to deny 


lor »n Indefinite period, nut in later and 
equally official utterances by our oppo- 
nent! the term self govern men t was eub- 
itltuted for independence, tho words used 
being BO chosen that In their natural con- 
struction they described precisely the 
policy now being carried on. The lan- 
guage of the platform indicated a radical 
change of policy; the later utterances In- 
dicated a continuance of tho present pol- 
icy. 
But thle -caused trouble in their 


own ranks, and In a still later, although 
jese formal, utterance the self govern- 
ment promise was recanted and inde- 
pendence at some future time was prom- 
ised in Its place. 
They have occupied 


three entirely different positions within 
fifty days. Which Is the promise they 
really Intend to keep? They do not know 
their own minds, and no one can tell 
how long they would keep of the sam« 
mind should they by any chance come to 
a working agreement among themselves. 
If such ambiffulty 
affected 
only th« 


American people it would not so greatly 
matter, for the American people can take 
care of themselves. But tho Filipinos are 
In no such condition. Confidence Is with 
thei* a plant of slow growth. They hove 
been taught to trust the word of this 
government because this government hai 
promised nothing which It did not per- 
form. If promised Independence they w^l. 
expect Independence, not in the remot« 
future for their descendants, but immedi- 
ately for themselves. If tho promise thus 
made is not Immediately fulfilled they 
will regard It as broken and will not again 
trust to American faith, and It would be 
Indeed a wicked thing to deceive them In 
such ;fashion. 
Moreover, even If the 


promise were made to .take'effect only 
in the distant future the iHHpinoa would 
be thrown Into confusion thereby. 
In- 


stead of continuing to endeavor to fit 
themselves for moral and material ad- 
vancement In the present they would 
abandon all effort at progress and begin 
factional Intrigues for future power. 


To promise to give them independent* 


when -it Is "prudent" to do eo or wher 
they are "fit" for It of course implies thai 
they are not fit for It now and that ii 
would be Imprudent to give it to them 
now 
But, as we must ourselves be th« 


judges as to when they become "fit" and 
when it would be "prudent" to keep euct 
a promise If it were made. It necessarll> 
follows that to make such a promise now 
would amount to a deception upon thr 
Fillplnqa. 
It may well be that our opponents hav. 


no real intention of putting their promisi 
into effect. If this Is the case. If, in othei 
words, they are Insincere In tho promise 
they make. It is only necessary to Bay 
again that it la unwise to trust men wh< 
are false In one thing to deal with any 
thing. The mere consciousness of broken 
faith would hamper them In continuing 
our policy In the Islands, and only bj 
continuing unchanged this policy car 
the honor ot the country be mafntainei 
or the Interests of tho Islands subserved 
If, on the other hand, our opponents came 
Into power and attempted to carry ou 
their promises to the Filipinos by giving 
them 
Independence 
and 
withdrawing 


American control from the. islands, thi 
result would be. a frightful calamity t< 
the Filipino;! themselves and in its large 
aspect would amount to an Internationa 
crime. 
Anarchy would follow, and th 


most violent anarchic forces would be dl 
rected partly affainct the civil govern 
ment, partly against nil forms of rellglou 
and educational civilization. Bloody con 
flicts would inevitably ensua In tho nrchl 
pelago, and Just as Inevitably the Island 
would become the prey of tho first powe 
which In its own selfish Interest took up 
the task wo had cravenly abandoned. O 
course tho practical difficulty in adopting 
any such coSrso ot action—such a "pollcj 
of scuttle," as President McKinlcy called 
It—would be found well nigh Insuperable 
If it Is morally indefensible, to hold th 
archipelago E.B a whole under our tntclog 
In the Interest of its own people, then It i 
morally Indefensible to hold any part o 
it. In such case what right hnvu we t 
keep a coaling station? What right t 
keep control over tlje Mora peoples 
What right to protect the Igorrotes frorr 
their oppressors? What right to protec 
the law abiding friends of America In th 
Islands from treachery, robbery and mur 
der? Yet to abandon the islands com 
pletely, without even retaining a coalln 
station, would mean to abandon the posi 
tlon In the competition for the trade o 
the orient which we have acquired dur 
ing the last six years, and, what Is fa 
more Important. It would mean irrepara 
ble damage to those whp havo become th 
words of thp. nation. To abandon all con 
trol over tbe Moros would amount to re 
leasing these Moros to prey upon th 
Christian Filipinos, civilized or semich 
Hired, as well as upon the commerce o 
other peoples. The Moros are in larg 
part still In the stage of culture whrr 
the occupations of tho bandit find Hi 
pirate are those moat highly rrerardp( 
and H IIRS not been found practical t 
give them self grovcrnmcnt In H:c sens 
that we have been giving It to the? Chrir 
tian Inhabitants. To abandon the Mor 
country, ns our opponents propose i 
their platform, would be precisely us 
twenty-five years ago we had withdraw 
tho army and tbe civil fiRClits from wilt 
In «nd around the Indian reservation? i 
the west, at a time v.-lion the Sioux un 
tho Apache wero still the terror of ou 
settlers.

within the ken of civilized man. \Vo have 
>pened before them a vlata of orderly o>- 
/clopment In their own Interest, and not 
a policy of exploitation. Every cftort Is 
icing niatlo to fit the Islanders for self 
rovcrnmcnt, and they huve already In 
argo measure received It, whllo for the 
first time- In their history their personal 
rights und civil liberties Imvc been guar- 
anteed. They are being educated. They 
iavo boon given schools. They have been 
riven libraries. Roads ure being built for 
heir use. Their health Is being cared for. 
They have been given courts in which 
hoy receive justice as absolute as It la 
n our power to guarantee. 
Their indi- 


vidual rights to life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness are now by act of con- 
rresa jealously safeguarded 
under the 


American Hag, and If the protection of 
;ha flag were withdrawn their rights 
would bo lost and the Islands would be 
?lungcd back under some form of vicious 
iyranny. We have given them more self 
government than they have ever before 
had, wo arc talcing- steps to Increase It 
itill further by providing them with an 
elected legislative assembly, and surely 
wo had better awc^t the results of this 
experiment—for it Is a wholly new ex- 
periment in Asia—before we make prom- 
ises which as a nation we might be forced 
to break or which they might Interpret 
one way and we In another. 
It may be 


asserted without fear of successful con- 
tradiction that nowhere else in recent 
years has there been as fine an example 
of constructive statesmanship and wise 
and upright administration au has been 
given by tho civil authorities, aided by 
tho army. In the Philippine Islands. We 
have administered them In the Interest of 
their own people, and the Filipinos them- 
selves hove profited most by our presence 
In the Islands, but they have also been of 
very great advantage to us as a nation. 


So far from having "sapped the foun- 


dations" of free popular government at 
home by the course talten in tho Philip- 
pines, we havo been spreading Its knowl- 
edge and teaching Its practice among peo- 
ples to whom It had never been more than 
an empty name. Our action represents a 
great stride forward In spreading the 
principles of orderly liberty throughout 
the world.

Jjouls demonstrated that fact. 


Mr. Sheehan 
was born In Buffalo 


Nov. 6, 1SB9. As a boy ho sold news' 
papers In the streets of his nntlvo city, 
and he Is not at all averse to hearing 
the fact mentioned. His father wan a 
poor laborer, and the family was de- 
pendent on his dally wages, nilly was 
barefooted, redheaded and freckled. He 
was nlso the possessor of a pnlr of re- 
markably blue eyes. In hla early child- 
hood 
he acquired the sobriquet of 


"Blue Eyed Billy," and it has clung to 
him with singular persistency until the 
present time. He was nlso a ferry boy 
at one lime of his career and owned a 
small boat, with which he used to con- 
vey passengers across the nnrrow Buf- 
falo river. His mother saw to It that 
h« was a tolerably regular attendnnt nt 
thfl public school, and he WAS regarded 
an a bright boy, with a tendency toward 
overdevelopment la fun loving propen- 
sity. Ht mAdo »o much pro(r«» In hli 


studies that he was s«nt to Bt. Joseph'^ 
college to be educated for the priest* 
hood. 


But the young man had no taste for. 


theology, and it v.'as not long before h» 
began to manifest a decided preference 
for the law. He was admitted to th*.' 
bar in 1881, and four years later he; 
took his seat In the assembly. He war 
elected seven times and speedily be., 
came a power in Erie county. He ac- 
quired the reputation of being an ..In- 
tense partisan and In those early day*, 
was ready to advocate with all his fore* 
and ability any measure that was de- 
signed to secure party supremacy. la1 
1891 Mr. Sheehan was made speaker of 
the assembly, and the following year 
he was elected lieutenant governor on. 
the ticket with Roswell P. Flower. Ha 
was a member of the Democratic itflt» 
committee from 1889 to 1893 and wai 
first named for the national committee 
In 1891. 


After the disastrous autumn election 


of 1893 Mr. Sheenan resolved to resign 
his party leadership In Erie county and 
remove to New York city. His term as 
lieutenant governor expired the fol» 
lowing year, and he announced his d«« 
termination lo seek a new field frpm th* 
speaker's desk In the senate. He aat<J 
thnt he had given all hla strength and 
substance for party aggrandizement 
nnd that ho should bo obliged to leav« 
Albflny In order to make money enough 
to pay his debts. He went to New York 
and opened a law office In partnership 
with Charles A. Coffin, a profeitor at 
Cornell university, who had been legal 
advisor to Governor Flower. 


Mr. Sheehnn confesses frankly that 


he has forsworn his former political 
methods nnd has provided himself with 
on entirely new a«t. "frankness, can- 
dor an* honesty pay," h« declare*. MA« 
long ns I live T aha 11 naver M*tn b* a 
factlonlst In politics.

Entry of Russian Transport 


a Disagreeable Event 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.~Admlral 


Goodrl'ch's report of the presence of the 
Russian transport Lena In San Fran- 
cisco harbor caused a great stir in offi- 
cial circles here. The entry of the ship 
•was entirely unexpected and was a dis- 
agreeable event, for it had been hoped 
by the officials that America would 
escape being drawn Into the necessity 
of making close decisions 
respecting 
the rights of belligerent vessels in our 
ports. 
Secretary 
Morton 
promptly 
sought the advice of the state depart- 
ment, sending Capt. Pillsbury, acting 
chief of the navigation bureau, over to 
see Acting Secretary Adee. 
The latter 
in turn called for Judge Pcnlfleld. the 
department's solicitor, and a conference 
ensued between the three men, lasting 
half an hour. Then the statement was 
made that after all this was not a mat- 
ter which at this stage concerned the 
state department but rather it is with- 
in the jurisdiction of the treasury de- 
partment. The presence of the Russian 
transport, so called. In San Francisco 
harbor, involves the application of the 
United States neutrality laws, and it 
was said at the state department that 
It was the duty under the president's 
proclamation 
of neutrality for 
the 
treasury officials, the collector of cus- 
toms and surveyor of the harbor and 
th» U. S. district attorney in San Fran- 
cisco to take action necessary In this 
matter. In other words the case is 
purely International as it stands thouKh 
It may become external at any mo- 
ment and thus require action by the 
ntate department in the event that an- 
other nation, Japan for instance, offi- 
cially calls attention to the Lena's 
presence in San Francisco harbor. 
It Is said at the state department 
that in international law there Is no 
difference recognized between a trans- 
port nnd a battleship 
though there 
seemed to be an intimation conveyed 
In the San Francisco dispatch that the 
captain of the Russian ship thought 
otherwise and was Disposed to claim 
exemption from the rules of war ap- 
plying to naval ships. 
That being the case it is probable 
that the government here will follow 
closely the policy followed 
by Ger- 
many, France and 
China 
in cases 
where Russian naval vessels sought 
shelter in their harbors. The 
first 
thing to be done is to find out the ex- 
act condition of the Lena and whether 
or not there actually exists need for re- 
pairs. If It should appear that 
the 
vessel Is really seaworthy she must go 
to sea at once or at least within 24 
hours of notice to our officials of her 
arrival in port. She may take on a 


supply of conl but only sufficient 
to 


move her to the nearest home port, and 
it will be part of the understanding 
upon which this coal is furnished that 
it Is to fee used for no other purpose; 
American ports must not be made the 
basis of 
hostile 
operations 
against 


either of. the belligerents. Vladivostok 
and Port Arthur arc the nearest Rus- 
sian ports to San Francisco but it Is 
possible thaV our government 
would 


recognize the fact that tney are abso- 
lutely closed by blockade to the Lena 
and thus sanction tho departure of a 
ship for Russia southward by way of 
the west coast of South America, Cape 
Horn and the Atlantic ocean. 


In the event that repairs are found 


to be actually necessary the time al- 
lowed for them will be fixed "by our 
government, and when they are com- 
pleted, though it is understood that 
they must not proceed beyond a point 
Just sufficient to make the vessel sea- 
worthy, she will be allowed to depart 
for Hnsela If she takes coal In 
San 


Francisco, or whence she pleases If she 
goes out under her own coal supply. 


It Is believed nt the. navy depart- 


ment that the conditions will not be 
allowed to shape themselves so that 
the Lena can go out of San Francis- 
co harbor to prey on American com- 
merce even though this is carried In 
Japanese bottoms. 
In fact the im- 


pression prevails 
that the Lena will 


be tied up at San Francisco until the 
end of the war. the crew remaining 
aboard if 
the Japanese 
government 


does not object 
and this is not likely 


in view of the precedent 
established 


In the case of the 
Askold, or they 


•will be comfortably quartered at 
the 


training station .on Ycrba Buena Isl- 
and In the middle of the harbor. 
It 


Is believed that the Russian captain 
will 
not be adverse 
to this Intern 


ment as he is probably a refugee with 
out hope of being able to keep 
the 


seas and escape the penalties of 1ieu- 
trallty laws until some opportunity af- 
fords for him to carry the Lena safe- 
ly through the Japanese blockade in- 
to Vladivostok. 


Minister Takashlra Is not expected 


to return to Washington until this af- 
ternoon. Meanwhile 
a telegram 
has 


been received at the Japanese legation 
here by 
Mr. Hioki, first secretary, 


from Kisaburo Uyeno, the 
Japanese, 


consul* at Sail Francisco, reporting the 
arrival of th'e Lena and giving sub- 
stantially the same explanation of hei 
presence as was contained In the news 
dispatch printed' this morning. 
It is 


expected that Minister Takashira will 
make this statement the basis for rep- 
resentations to the state department.

Those who wished to buy 
shouted 


bids of two cents a bushel above the 
prices prevailing at the close of the 
market Saturday and the quantity that 
any one would sell even 
at

tempting advance was extremely lim- 
ited. 
The agricultural bureau at Washing- 


ton issued a report Saturday afternoon 
that according to the bulls it confirmed

the 


origin of the subject and then drawing 
striking word pictures of other kisses 
that won't come off. 


He said In part: "There was a scene, 


a picture that meant so much to this 
country., It meant four years of ter- 
rible struggling between two sections, 
and It mennt, ton, the loss of many 
lives and the spilling of much precious 
blood. 
"There Is the kips that grows ot 


unwonted passion, that too is a klsg 
that won't come off.

outside of the world. He made it bul 
set Himself off. God made man and 
the latter is subject to Him. He is 
King, and men have to be governed, 
^'aturally some 
men 
have 
rebelled, 


simply at the idea of being governed. 
There has been no way to find out what 
Got! has commanded except by mes- 
sengers, angels, and 
written 
words. 


Any message written has been Inspired 
from above, but inscribed by man, and 
there are necessarily mistakes. 
Men 


did not see God in order as we see Him, 
liut in disorder. The average modern 
mini does not like to believe that the 
water was commanded to stand still 
by a man. We want things 
to run 


along in order, water to freeze at a cer- 
tain point, etc. To men who are think- 
ing H Is disgusting to know that God 
created a fish large enough to swal- 
ow Jonah. 
Jt is distasteful 
to hear 


such things, 


"As long as men helieve In nn exter- 


nal God, as long as they 
look upon 


Him as arbitrary, then they will lose 
faith. God modernly. Is not arbitrary, 
but Is love. 'Christ and I are friends,* 
is the creed to lake. Intellectual things 
are not to be taken. You are a' parl 
of Him. and He H part of you. 
If 


you believe simply, you hnve the en- 
nentlnl of happiness. Men are sick ol 
evasions and generalities which

hea-r preached from the pulpit.

people nnd nre more fruitful 
than all 


their other resources. Th<i men on those 
C.OOO.OOO far:an receive from the protective 
tariff what they nci:d most, and lhat la 
tho best of all possible.markets. All oth- 
er classes depend upon the farmer, but 
the farmer In turn depends upon the 
market they furnish him for their pro- 


ou9 development of our national agricul- 
ture but for th(^ steadily Increasing de- 
mand of American manufacturers 
for 


farm products require;.! as raw material! 
for Bteadlly expanding Industries. 
Tho 


farmer has become dependent upon tha 
manufacturer to v utilize that portion of 
hi* producfi which does not go directly to 
food supply. In 1900 V2 per cent, or a lit- 
tle over half, of tho total value of th« 
farm products of tho nation was con- 
sumed tn manufacturing industries aa th« 
.raw material of the factories. Evidently 
, tho manufacturer 
Is tho farmer's beat 


and most direct customer. Moreover, the 
•American 
manufacturer purchase! his 


.farm oupplles almost exclusively in hit 
own country. 
Nine-tenths of all the raw 


materials of every kind und description 
•consumed in Amcricnn manufactories ari 
of American production. Tlie manufac- 
turing establishments tend steadily to mi- 
grate into lho heart of the great agricul- 
tural districts. The center of the manu- 
facturing Industry in 1SQO was near th« 
'middle of Ohio, r.nd It is moving west- 
'vj-ard at the rate of about thirty mile» 
in every decade, and this movement is tti- 
vnrlably accompanied by a marked in- 
fcrc-aeo in the value of farm lands. Local 
causes, notably the competition between 
new farm lands tind old farm lands, tend 
here and there to obscure what Is happen- 
ing, but it is as certain as the operation 
of any economic law that in the country 
as a whole farm values will continue to 
increase as the partnership between man- 
ufacturer and farmer growa more inti- 
mnto through further advance of Indus- 
trial science. 
The American manufao- 


turer never could have placed this nation 
S.t tho head of the manufacturing na- 
tions of the world if he had not had be- 
hind him, securing him every variety of 
raw material, the exhauBtless resources 
of tho American farm, developed by the 
skill and the enterprise of Intelligent and 
educated American farmers. 
On the oth- 


er hand, tho debt of tho farmers to tho 
manufacturers la equally heavy, and the 
future of American agriculture Is bound 
up in the future of American manufac- 
tures. 
The twft Industries have become, 


under tho economic policy of our govern- 
ment, so closely Interwoven, BO mutually 
interdependent, that neither can hope to 
maintain Itsdf at the high water mark 
of progress without the other. Whatever 
makes to tfcc advantage of ono Is equally 
to the. advantage of tho other. 


So It is as >ietwcen the capitalist ana 


the wageworker. Here and there there 
may be an unequal sharing as between 
tho two In the benefits that have come by 
protection, but benefits have come to 
both and a reversal in policy would mean 
damage to both, and, while the damage 
would be heavy to all. It would be heav- 
icst and It would fall soonest upon those 
who arc paid in the form of wages ^each 
week or each month for that weeks or 
that month's work. 


Conditions change, and the laws rouat 


be modified from time to time to fit new 
exigencies, but the genuine underlying 
principle of protection, ac it has been em- 
bodied in all but one of the American tar- 
iff laws for tho last forty years, haa 
•worked out results no beneficent. HO even- 
ly and widely spread, so advantageous 
alike to farmers and capitalists and work- 
ingme.n, to commerce and trade of every 
kind, that the American people, if tney 
show their usual practical business sense, 
will insist that when these laws are mod- 
ified thoy shall be modified with the ut- 
most care and conservatism and by tha 
friends and not the enemies of the pro- 
tective system. 
They cannot afford to 


trust tho modification to those who treat 
protection and robbery as synonymous 
terms. 


In closing what I have to say about 


the system of promoting American indus- 
try let ma add a word of cordial agree- 
ment with the policy of in some way In- 
cluding within Its benefits by appropriate 
leRlslaticn the American merchant ma- 
rine. It IB not creditable to us aa a na- 
tion that our great export and Import 
trade should be well nigh exclusively in 
tho hands of foreigners. 


It Is difficult to know If our opponent! 


are really sincere in their demand for 
tha reduction of the army. If Insincere 
there is no need for comment, and If Bin- 
cere what shall we say In speaking to ra- 
tional persons of an appeal to reduce an 
army of CO.OCO men which Is taking care 
Of the interests of over SO.000.000 people? 
The army Is now relatively smaller than 
It was in tho dnya of Washington, when 
on the peaco establishment there wera 
3 COO soldiers, while thero were a llttla 
less than 4.000.003 of population; smaller 
than It was In the peaceful days of Jef- 
ferson, when there were 6,100 BOldiers to 
C.200,000 population. There Is now one sol- 
dier to every 1,400 people in this country- 
less than one-tenth of 1 per cent. We 
cannot bo a^ked seriously to argue as to- 
the amount of possible tyranny contained 
e 


In these figures. .The army aa It ts now Is. 
as small as It can possibly be end servo 
Its purpose as an effective nucl.' us for 
tho organization, 
equipment and supply 


of a volunteer army In time of need. It 
Is now used, as never before, for aiding Ini 
tho upbuilding of tho organized militia of 
the countr.fa, JThe war detriment Is en- 
gngnd in a (systematic effort to strengthen 
und develop the national guard in the 
several slates—as witness, among many i 
other Instances, the great field nlaneuvera 
at Rlanafcas which have just closed. 
If, 


our opponents should come Into power 
they could not reduce our army below Its. 
present ?ize without greatly Impairing It*' 
efficiency and abandoning part of the na-, 
ttonal duty. 
In short, in this matter it'- 


our opponents should come Into power 
they would either have to treat this par-; 
ticular promlKC of the year 1904 us they 
now trnat the promises they made in l£9fl, 
and IMO-thnt is. us possosslnR no binding' 
force—or e!su they would havo to emrark 
on a policy which would be ludicrous at' 
tho moment a::d fraught with grave dan- 
ger to tho national honor in tho future.

been"managed In a spirit of economy as 
far removed from waste as from nig- 
gardliness, and in the future every effort 
will bo continued to secure an economy as 
•trlct as is consistent with efficiency. 
t>nce more our opponents have promised 
whet thoy cannot or should not perform. 
Whe prime reason why the expenses of tho 
government have increased 
of recent 


years Is to bo found In tho fact that the 
.pftople after mature thought have deemed 
'It wise to have certain new forms of 
work for tho public undertrk^n by the 
public. 
This necessitates su.V. expendi- 


tures, for instance, as those for rural frno 
Delivery, or for the inspection of meats 
•under tho department of agriculture, or 
'for irrigation. 
But these new expendi- 


tures are necesoary. No one would seri- 
ously propose to abandon them. And yet 
It is idle to declaim against the increased 
expense of the government unless it Is In- 
4ended to cut down the very expenditures 
•which cause the Increase. The pensions 
:to the veterans of the civil war are de- 
manded by ovcry sentiment of regard "find 
jratitude. The rural free delivery is of 
the greatest use and convenience to tha 
farmers, a body of men who live undet 
conditions which make them ordinarily 
receive little direct re-turn for what they 
pay toward the support of the govern- 
Jnent. 
The irrigation policy in the arid 


and semlarid regions of the west Is one 
fraught with the most beneficent and fni 
reaching pood to the actual settlers, the 
homemakers, whose encouragement Is a 
traditional feature in America's national 
policy. Do cur opponents prudgo the $«•),- 
000,000 paid for the Panama canal?

peiidenco nt nome future time, was prom- 
ised In Its place. 
They have occupied 


three entirely different positions within 
fifty days. Which la the promise they 
really intend to keep? They do not know 
their own minds, and no one can tell 
how long they would keep of tho saint 
mind should they by any chanco come to 
a working agreement among themselves. 
If 
such ambiguity affected 
only the 


American people it would not so greatly 
matter, for tho American people can take 
ca.ro of themselveB. But the Filipinos are 
In no such condition. Confidence Is with 
them a plant of slow growth. They hava 
been taught to trust tho word of thla 
government because thla government hai 
promised nothing'which it did not per- 
form. If promised Independence they wll! 
expect independence, not in tha remot« 
future for their descendants, but immedi- 
ately for themselves. If the promise thus 
made- la not immediately fulfilled they 
will regard it as broken and will not again 
trust to American faith, and It would be 
Indeed a wicked thing to deceive them in 
such fashion. 
Moreover, 
even 
If the 


promise were made to .taiiu effect only 
In the distant future the iPilipinos would 
be thrown Into confusion thereby. 
In- 


stead of continuing to endeavor to 
fll 


themselves for moral and material ad- 
vancem«nt in the present they would 
abandon all effort at progress and beglr. 
factional intrigues for future power. 


To promise to slvo them independence 


when it IB "prudent" to do so or when 
they are "fit" for it of course Implies thai 
they are not fit for It now and that II 
would bo imprudent to give U to them 
now. 
But. aa we must ourselves be th< 


judges as to when they become "fit" and 
when It would be "prudent" to keep Huch 
a promise If it were made, it necessarily 
follows that to make such a promise now 
•would amount to a deception upon tin 
Filipinos. 
It may well be that our opponents nav< 


no real intention of putting their promls* 
Into effect. If this is the case, if, in othei 
words, they are insincere In the promisi 
they make, it Is only necoasary to sa> 
again that it Is unwise to trust men win: 
are false in, one thing to deal with any- 
thing. The mere consciousness of broken 
faith would hamper them In continuing 
our policy In the islands, and only by 
continuing unchanged this policy can 
the honor of the country be maintained 
or the. interests of the Islands subserved 
If. on the other hand, our opponents came 
into power and attempted to carry out 
their promises to tho Filipinos by giving 
them 
Indepsndence 
and 
withdrawing 


American control from the islands, the 
result would be a frightful calamity tc 
the Filipinos themselves and In Its largei 
aspect would amount to an International 
crime. 
Anarchy would follow, and tlit 


most violent anarchic forces would be di- 
rected partly against the civil Govern- 
ment, partly against nil forms of rcltfiloiit 
and educational civilization. Bloody con- 
flicts wouitrincvltably ensue in tho nrchi- 
pclafTO. and just us Inevitably the islandi 
would become the prey of the first powei 
which in its own si-llifh interest took up 
the task wo had cravenly abandoned.

one way and we in another. It may be 
asserted without fear of successful con- 
tradiction that nowhere tlae in recent 
years has them brcn ns fine an example 
of constructive statesmanship and wise 
and upright administration ns hna boon 
given by the civil authorities, ulilcd by 
the army, in the Philippine Islands. We 
have administered them In the interest of 
their own people, end the Filipinos them- 
selves have profited most by our presence 
In tho islands, but they have also been of 
very great advantage to us an a nation.
